RIYADH. Jan. 16 (SPA) — The first 
dcliveiy of U.S. F-IS fighter planes 
arrived here Saturday in accordance with 
mditaiy agreements si^ed by the United 
States and Saudi Arabia. According to an 
official spokesman for the Defense and 
Aviation Ministry, the planes will be man- 
ned by Saudi Arabian pflots. 

The ^kesman said the timing of the 
delivery adequately reflected the Defence 
and Aviation Ministry's, concern for 
strengthening the country's defenses.. 

“These fighter planes will join tlM 
Kingdom's Air Force squadrons as a rein- 
forcement for the defenses of the coun- 
try," the spokesman said. “We seek peace 
and stability and this delivery win enhance 
the defense capabilities of the Kingdom, 
which are foDowed iii accordance wlA the 
directives of King Khaled. the 
Commander-iihChief of the armed forces 
and Deputy Premier Crown Prince Fahd.

“We will leave it to market forces to 
determine the level. If there is a serious drop 
in demand, we think Saudi Arabia's produc- 
tion will be affected and it w3i come down not 
by our own decision but by the decision of 
market forces." Sheikh Yamani said in an 
inter^w with the Review in Riyadh.

* Arabia'scurrem production ceding is 8.5 mU- 
lion barrels a day. 

The minister said he expected the market 
to remain depressed in the second half of this 
year because of the continuing world 
economic recession. He had expected a 
balancing out of oil supply and demand by 
mid-1982. But his forecast assumed a pick- 
up in the U.S. economy during the first three 
months of this year and a refiring of the 
economy of other Western countries. This, he 
added', had failed to materialize. 

"From the veiy beginning, our policy has 
been based on using the price mechanicism in 
OPEC to work as a built-in system for pro- 
duaion programming," be said. 

When the freeze on o3 prices expires af the 
end of the year, there will have to be “either 
an extenrion of the freeze..,, or a small 
increase which would take into consideration 
part of the effect of inflation," Sheikh 
Yamani said. He did not expect, however, a 
reaJ increase in oil prices over the next few 
years. “Maybe, when demand picks up and 
we have a strong economic recovery, and 
when coal no longer competes stronjgly with 
fuel oil," there could be a genuine increase. . 
he said. “This could be either around the end 
of this decade or in the nineties," he sug- 
gested. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 (AFP) — 
Americans were preparing for what could 
be the worst cold wave of the century this 
weekend, with temperatures expected to 
drop to between minus 10 Fahrenheit 
(minus 23 Celsius) and minus 43 
Fahrenheit (minus 42 Celsius) in the east 
and midwest. 

The cold snap w31 follow a week of 
already bitter cold and heavy snows that has 
left at least 21 8 persons dead in east of the 
Rocky Mountains. People were rushing to 
supermarkets to stock up supplies. Mean- 
while, divers located 65 t^ies entombed in 
the sunken wreckage of a Boeing-737 that 
crashed into the partially-frozen Potomac 
River Wednesday. The death toll rose to 78 


Friday, when two more motorists died of 
injuries they received when the plane 
crashed across the 1 4th street bridge, , 
minutes after taking off from Washington ■ 
National Airport during a heavy snowfall. 

Investigators of Wednesday's plane 
tragedy had not ruled out speculation that 
heavy icing on the craft was responsible for 
the crash. Eight more bodies were brought 
to the surface Friday. But the freezing water 
hampered the underwater search for the 
plane's so-called "black box," which con- 
tains a recorder that was presumed to have 
registered the pilot's flight communica- 
tions. Icy waters could delay some of the 
salvage operations until the spring thaw, 
authorities said. 


GCC all set to foil

Percy backs Palestine state 



MANAMA, Jan. 16 (AP) — The Arab 
Gulf states have readied contingency plans 
for countering any hostile moves from Iran, 
the Kcretaiy general of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) said Saturday. 

"Arab states in the Gulf are worried about 
several bad possibilities that emanate from 
Iran, but we have made preparations for all 
eventualities," Abdullah Bishara said in an 
interview with the Qatar newspaper Al- 
Rwfu. 

He said a number of Joint agreements will 
be signed within the next few weeks by the 
six GCC states — Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates, Bahrain, Qatar and 
Oman. The GCC defense and interior minis- 
ters are due to meet in Riyadh Jan. 2S and 
Feb. 23 respectively. 

Bishara said GCC foreign policy is based 
on non-acceptance of mflitary bases on GCC 
territory and avoiding big power rivalry in the 
area. To achieve this, GCC states must have 
their own homogeneous defense capability, 
primarily aimed at safeguarding oil routes, as 
well as a joint oil marketing and pricing pol- 
icy, he said. 

In Bahrain Friday the Ruler Sheikh Issa AI 
Khalifa called for an indigenous Gulf military 
power capable of protecting the stability of 
the countries of the region. He made the sug- 
gestion during a meeting with the Genei^ 


Secretary of the Gulf Coop>eradon Coundl 
Abdullah Bishara who has been touring the 
area in preparation for the forthcoming con- 
ference of GCC defense ministers. The con- 
ference will aim at preparing a plan for collec- 
tive security of the member states. 

The interior ministers' conference is to dis- 
cuss possible joint security measures. Bishara 
said this will be followed by a meeting of the 
finance and national economy ministers 
to discuss an agreement signed by their gov- 
e/nments last year which aims at turning the 
Gulf into a common market. 

GCC oil ministers ‘will hold a meeting 
shortly to discuss for the first time setting up 
their own price structure. Bishara said.

It said the captain reported two simOar 
planes had fired warning shots about two 
hours before the attack. At the time, two 
Soviet vessels were moving close to Min- 
danao Island. But the Soviet vessels had 
changed course and moved out to about 24 
miles off the coast, the captain said. The cap- 
tain said he had radioed a report of the attack 
to the Philippines Coast Cuaiti but had 
received no reply. 


NEW YORK. Jan. 1 6 ( AP) — The with- 
drawal of American oil workers from Libya is 
nearly complete, but indnstry and govern- 
ment officii say the exodus has done little 
dsunage to the north African state's oil busi- 
ness. 

Of the estimated 1.500 U.S. dtizens in 
Lil^a last month when President Reagan 
requested that they leave, more than half now 
have left and nearly all w3l be gone by the end 
of January, according to the -State Depart- 
ment's Libyan affairs office. The VV^te 
House, reacting to allegations that Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadd^ had sent assasrins 
to murder U.S. offidals, banned travel to 
Ubya on Dec. 10 and asked U.S. companies 
to withdraw Americans there. 

"At this point, the Libyans seem not to 
have felt any damage from this," said John 
Lichtblau, executive director of the Pet- 
roleum Industry Research Foundation in 
New Yoilt. The departure of American 
workers and their fomOies is not ending U.S. 
companies' involvement in Libya. None of 
the U.S. oil companies now operating in 
Libya has said h plans to leave. 

Libya has managed to increase its o3 
exports in recent weeks, mainly because of 


increased purchases by Italian oil companies, 
Lichtblau said. Operations generaUy have 
not been hampered by the loss of Americans 
because the U.S. workers represent a small 
proportion of the total work force. Oil work- 
ers from other countries have been eager to 
fill their jobs as managers and technicians. 

For example. Oasis Oil Co. of Libya, a 
consortium of three American oil companies 
and the Libyan state-owned o3 company, is 
pulling out its approximately 200 American 
workers and dependents. But Oasis said the 
withdrawal which is now half complete, has 
not affected its production because others on 
the payroll of 5.500 workers are working 
extra shifts to fill the gap. 

Interviews with company officials indi- 
cated their major problem is finding new 
assignments for the departing Americans and 
recruiting replacements. 

Last November, shortly after Exxon Corp. 
announced plans to wind up its Libyan opera- 
tions, Mobil said it was considering doing the 
same. Mobil has not commented further 
except to say its approximately 100 Ameri- 
cans have withdrawn. The other o3 com- 
panies have said they intend to stay in Libya 
with non-Americans.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 16 — TTie Reagan 
administration is undertaking a comprehen- 
sive review of foreign investment in the 
United States to determine the affect of fore- 
ign ownership on U.S. business, and what 
measures, if any, the administration should 
take to protect American interests. 

The Reagan administration has a standing 
policy favoring foreign investment in the 
United States, but- recent imematlcm^l busi' 
nuss transactions, such as Kuwan s at^uisi- 
tion of Santa Fe International, an American 
energy and trai^rtation conglomerate, 
prompted the review. 

TTie review is being conducted by an 
inter-agency group from virtt^ly every 
cabinet department but one. The head of the 
team, Marc Leland, an official with the U.S. 
Treasury Department says that a report and 
recommendations by the group should be 
delivered to Reagan's Cabinet Council on 
Economic Affairs within six months. 

With Reagan's well-known pro-business 
stance and the relatively small amount of 
forei^ investment involved in the huge U.S. 
economy, it is doubtful that any serious 
attempt w31 be made to stifle foreign invest- 
ment in the United States. Reagan administ- 
ration officials have often cited to Congress 
the advantages of foreign capital investment 
in the United States, arguing that it stimulates 
the economy and paraUete Reagan's free- 
trade philosophy. 

The U.S. Committee on Foreign Invest- 
ment, a target of the investigation by the 
review team, has not openly opposed a trans- 
action since h was created in 19^5 to monitor 
foreign business dealings in the United 
States. 

Yet the group headed by Leland w31 be 
looking into how the committee works, and 
whether changes are needed.

PARIS Jan. 16 (AP) — - Senior finance 
ministers, treasury officials and central bank 
governors of the five major industrialized 
nations are to meet in Paris Sunday, well- 
placed European government officials con- 
firmed Satui^y. 

They said participants at the meeting will 
begin their discussions at around midday and 
that most would fly home in the evening. 
Members of the “big five" are the United 
States, West Germany, France, Britain and 
Japan. Although no formal agenda has been 
set, the sources said "it will be difficult to 
avoid talking about the Polish situation." 
Another subject likely to be raised is the 
side-effects of high U.S.. interest rates on the 
economies of the industrialized world, they 
said. 

The sources described Sunday’s meeting as 
“routine" in preparation for the meeting of 
the International Monetary Fund's interim 
committee meeting next month. The sources 
said it was extremely unlikely any informa- 
tion would emerge from the talks, which are 
to be held in the French Rnance Ministrv 
behind closed doors.

BIELLA, Jan. 16 (AP) — Police said 
Saturday they had discovert a huge cache of 
lethal explosives and arrested five suspected 
terrorists in the search for kidnapped U.S. 
Brig. Gen. James Dozier. 

“Let's hope we find him this time," a senior 
police officer who asked that his name not be 
used, said at his headquarters near this north- 
ern town in the foothills of the Alps. 

He said the suspects, charged with illegal 
posses^n of explorives, were being imerro- 
gated to see if they were members of the red 
bribes. Only one had a criminal record. 

The discovery foUowed a sensational 
statement Friday by Investigating Jud^ Fer- 
dinando Imporimatoof Rome that the Soviet 
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KGB secret police and Libya u'ere providing 
the Red Bri^des and other urban guerrilla 
groups with guns, grenades and propaganda 
support. 

llie Judge said his charge was based on 
statements by jailed urban guerrillas now 
cooperating with police. 

Police were sent in to Biella from the 
neaiby city of T^irin to help search the rugged 
terrain for Doaer, snatched Dec. 17 from his 
home in Verona by gunmen posing as plum- 
bers. The kidnappers are reportedly inter- 
rogating the 50-year-old general at a “pro- 
letarian triaT' and have not set conditions for 
his releue. 

Officers of the Carabinieri (paramilitary 
police) grilled the five suspects on the find — 
1.000 sticks of the explosive gelignite, 764 
detenators and 750 yards of fuse cable. 

A pistol and machine gun ammunition 
were found on the roof of a house of one of 
the suspects, Piero Giacobone, 26. in a village 
near Biella. 

Police named the other four suspects as 
Salvatore Reale. 24, Giovanni Baldan. 25. 
Raviano Rolando, 31. and Ernesto Gren- 
dine, 21. 

The men denied involvement in terrorism 
and claimed they had found the explosives in 
a cave and were selling them, police said. 

Police investigating the kidnapping have 
arrested 32 suspected terrorists in various 
cities in Italy, but have not said whether any 
of the suspects has any mformaiion about the 
abduction.

DAMASCUS. Jan. 16 (Agencies) — 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khad- 
dani said Saturday the Soviet Union had 
assured him during talks in Moscow of its 
continuing support for Syria and other Arab 
countries struggling to regain territory 
occupied by Israel. He said the Soviet Union, 
Syria's chief arms supplier, would “continue 
to consolidate Syria's defense potential" to 
conffr^nt IsraePs aggressive exp>ansionist 
act." 

On his return Friday night, Khaddam 
reported to President Hafez Assad on his talks 
with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko on Thursday and Friday. 

In a statement published Saturday by the 
government new^aper TUhrin, Khaddam 
expressed satisfaction at the outcome of his 
visit and said there was an identity of views on 
the questions taken up. 

"We discussed the gravity of the situation aris- 
ing from Israel's decision to annex the Golan 
Heights, which constitutes a major factor in 
the dangerous tension." he said. 

*' It was agreed to face the Israeii decision 
on various levels with various means," Khad- 
dam said. 

He said Gromyko had assured him of the 


Kremlin's solidarity with Syria and other 
Arab countries in their struggle to regain 
their rights and occupied territory. 

Syria and the Soviet Union have a 20-year 
friendship and cooperation treaty. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union and Syria 
have denounced the Isradi-U.S. strategic 
alliance as "a dangerous element" with far- 
reaching repercussions, according to a joint 
communique issued Saturday in both Mos- 
cow and Damascus. The communique was 
released at the end of Khaddam's official visit 
to Moscow. 

Klibi foresees

MANAMA, Bahrain. Jan. 16 (AP) — 
Arab League Secretary General Chadli Klibi 
said Saturday he expected Israel “with U.S. 
support" to launch a military ofrensive 
against the Arabs.

Bond market sets the trend 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (AP) — Predicting 
Che direction of stock prices always has been 
elusive, but some tape- watchers are using a 
new oys^ ball with some success. They're 
watching the bond market. 

For months now the once-obscure bond 
market has been setting Uie pace foe changes 
in the stock market, and it appears ^ condi- 
tion win continue in the near future. The 
reason is volatile interest rates. 

An example of the recent dependence of 
the eqtuty market on the debt market is what 
happened last week. Bond prices slid as the 
week began amid renewed worries that the 
U.S. Federal Reserve Board will clamp down 
more on credit in an attempt to slow the 
recent surge in the United States' money 
supply. Ti^t credit tends to pressure interest 
rates, and neither the bond market nor the 
stock market likes high interest rates. 

On Monday stock prices tumbled as prices 
on industrial bonds fell $10 and municipal 
issues were^)ff $5 for every $1 ,000 face value 
of the securities. The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials plummeted more than 16 
points to its lowest level since last fall, and 
losersled gainers by nearly 6 to 1 on the New

U.S. maize 
crop hits 
208 m tons 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (R) — U.S. far- 
mers produced even more grain last year than 
initially thought and harvested a record 
maize crop, the Agriculture Department 
reported. 

The department's annual report on 1981 
crops estimated the U.S. maize harvest at a 
record 830 billion bushels (208 million 
tons). This represents just a slight increase 
from the last estimate in November of 8.09 
bQlion bushels (206 million tons), three per- 
cent higher than the prior record in 1979 and 
23 percent above the drought-stricken crop 
of 1980. 

"Overall, it was an excellent year for corn 
(maize), with good growing conditions and 
record yields realized in many states,” the 
report said Friday. The bumper U.S. maize 
and wheat harvests already have caused grain 
prices to sliff^and will hold down the 
increases in food prices for the first part of 
this year. 

Kuwmt signs pact 
for Lockheed jets 

MARIETTA, GEORGIA, Jan. 16 (AP) 
— Kuwait has signed a $90 miliion contract 
for deliveiy of four L-300-30 super Hercules 
Aircraft, the Lockheed-Georgia Co. 
announced Friday. 

LocUeed said the signing of the oontraa, 
which includes technical support, flight and 
maintenance training, training equipment 
and spares, took place in Kuwait aty. Deliv- 
ery of the aircraft is scheduled early in 1 983. 

The purchase of the Hercules Aircraft was 
the second by the Kuwait Ministry of Defense 
which bought its first two Lockheed projects 
in 1971. Operated by the Kuwait Air Force, 
the Hercules Aircraft will be used for 
national defense support and to haul material 
for the government's development efforts. 
Lockheed said. 

Hunt Bros face 
damages suit 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (AP) — Dallas' 
wealthy Hunt brothers have been sued by a 
Leichtenstein business for their alleged 
attempt to corner the world’s silver market.

To abide by U.S. laws 

Santa denies making N-heads 


KUWAIT. Jan. 16 (AP) — The board 
Chairman of the Santa Fe Corporation has 
said that his establishment, recently pur- 
chased by Kuwait, will abide by American 
laws in case of an Arab oil embaigo against 
the United States. - 

Ed Shannon also denied reports that his 
corporation is producing nuclear warheads. 

Santa Fe executive made the state- 
ments in interviews carried Saturday by the 
Kuwaiti press. "We are an American com- 
pany and abide by U.S. laws, whatever they 
are. and will continue to comply with any 
American measures,” Shannon said. 

He was reacting to a question about his 
corporation's stand in the event Kuwait joins 
other Arab oil producers in imposing an oil 
embargo against the United States. 

Kuwait purchased Santa Fe last October 
for $2.5 billion and merged it with the Kuwait 
Petroleum Corporation, the umbrella which 
governs all companies and institutions con- 
trihiiting to the country's oil industry. 


Santa Fe's operation covers oil explora- 
tion, engineering, construction and other 
spheres. 

Shannon arrived in Kuwait a few days ago 
and held talks on the company’s future activ- . 
ity with Oil Minister Sheikh All Khalifa 
Al-Sabah and other senior officials. He was 
also received by ruler Sheikh Jaber Al- 
Ahmad AJ-Sabah. 

He said he assured the Amir the company 
was growing fast and that the new financial 
resources will enable it to achieve a high per- 
centage growih. 

"The Amir expressed pleasure that such a 
company has become owned by an Arab’ 
state," Shannon said. 

He said he had presented a strategic plan 
during meetings with officials here and that 
the plan was approved. He added, that a 
budget far in excess of the $80 million origi- 
nally proposed has been approved, but he 
declined to reveal the new figure. 


U.S., allies hold trade talks 


KEY BISCAYNE, Jan. 1 6 (AP) — TTade 
minister from North America, Japan and the 
European Economic Community opened 
two days of talk here Friday, with trade pro- 
tectionism high on the agenda. 

Trade barriers which make Japanese autos 
and steel cheaper than their American and 
European counterpans are compounding the 
problems of stagnant economies, inflation 
and uneraployrrient. said U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative William Brock. 

Japanese and Canadian delegates to the 
meeting declined to make any public com- 


ments before a press conference scheduled 
for Saturday. 

About 300,000 autoworkers in Detroit are. 
at present without work, including 223,000 
given indefinite layoffs and the loss of about 
80,000 others throu^ attrition and short- 
term layoffs. Japanese-made autos 
accounted for 2 1 .4 percent of sales of cars in 
America last year, while sales of American- 
made autos in 1981 accounted for about 
two-thirds of 1 percent of the car sales in 
Japan. 


Pakistanis private sector lauded 


KARACHI, Jan. 16 (AP) — World Bank 
President A. W. Clausen Saturday applauded 
the role being played by the private sector in 
Pakistan's economy and called for a long- 
term strate^ for further revitalization. 

Oausen, who flew into Karachi from 
Tokyo Friday night, made these comments at 
a meeting with Pakistan's Federal Industries 
Minister Elahi Bux Soomro in Karachi 
Saturday afteniooi 

Qausen, in an e hange of views on vari- 
ous aspects of Pakistan’s commerce and 
economic activities during the past four and a 
half years, said he was“happy to observe that 
the confidence of the private sector in Pakis- 
tan has been fully restored." 

The sent government announced in 
July 1 9 lere would be no nationalization 
of industnes in the furture, and some indus- 
tries were actually denationalized to give 
a boost to the private sector. 

However, Gausen added that a "long- 
term strategy was required to fix priorities for 
lachieving desired results in this field." 

Earlier in the meeting, Pakistan's indus- 
tries minister gave a brief resume of the over- 


all economic situation in the country and said 
the government had encouraged private 
investment in cement, fertilizers, light 
engineering units, and the agricultural sector. 

Clausen is flying to the capital city of 
Islamabad Sunday morning to continue his 
talks with the federal finance minister arid 
other officials.

Marcos 

consolidates 

position

MANILA — 

One year after lifting martial law. President Fer- 
dinand Marcos maintains a measure of control over 
nearly every aspect of Philippine life. 

Marcos* personal orders have ranged from a total 
ban on vidM game machines to the restoration of 
levies in the vita! coconut industry. Now he is taking 
a personal hand in a missing person case that has 
embarrassed both his government and his family. 

The year just past was a good one for the 64- 
year-old Philippine leader. In addition to ending 
eight years of martial law. he shared the warmth ofa 
papal v’isit, stopped a group that had bombed sev- 
eral Manila buildings, weathered a series of 
economic crises and won a new six-year term in an 
election that left his political opporition in a sham- 
bles. 

He was hailed by loyalists as a hero of the 
economic summit in Cancun, Mexico, representing 
poor countries in conflict with industrialized 
nations. And he also managed to come home an 
even closeraUy of a fellow summit participant, U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan. 

Reagan's government has cracked down on 
Philippine dissidents in the United States, is seeking 
congressional ratifleation of a Philippine extradi- 
tion treaty and has invited Marcos for a state visiL 
Marcos' current family crisis is over allegations 
by the family of basketball coach Tomma Manotoc, 
32, that Marcos and first lady Imelda Marcos are 
behind the Dec. 29 disappearance of Manotoc after 
he secretly married the president's daughter. Imee, 
26, in Arlington. Virginia. 

Mrs. Marcos, denying the allegations, acknow- 
ledged she opposed the marriage but branded the 
disappearance a plot by Marcos' opponents and the 
Manotocs to discredit the govemmenL The presi- 
dent ordered an intensive search for Manotoc and 
his abductors, which the government described as 
“subversive or criminal elements." 

Marcos* opponents say there has been little 
change in the country since Jan. 1 7. 1 98 1 . when the 
president ended martial law and declared the start 
of a “ new republic." “ During the past year, various 
superficial cosmetic changes have been blown up to 
appear as major advances in democratization. Ibey 
are nothing of the sort," says former state univerrity 
President Salvador P. Lopez. 

Gen. Delfm Castro, military commander in the 
troubled southern Philippines, agrees — but for a 
different reason — that the lifting of martial rule 
has brought little change.“If you look at Philippine 
martial law. it was never really martial law at all,’* 
said Cast;','!. “The military always consulted with 
civilian u:'i,ority." 

For the average Filipino, life after martial law is 
likely not much d^ifferent than before. With an aver- 
age annual income equivalent to $734, most of the 
49 million Filipinos remain poor. Unemployment 
and underemployment are high, with the peso 
steadfly declining in value. 

But despite protests that nothing has changed, 
the discarding of the martial law label has made 
some subtle differences; 

. — The . press is freer, although .major outlets 
' reinam obedient. Some magarihes and small hews^ ' 
papers regularly attack Marcos and hispoUdes, but- 
manial law left major media in the hands of Marcos 
relatives or associates. 

— A law allowing strikes was passed last year, 
but it also gave Marcos personal power (o stop a 
labor action if he feels it goes ^inst the national 
interest.. The number of strikes has increased, 
although none has been widely disruptive or posed 
a threat to Marcos' control. 

— Several oppiosition groups have announced 
plans to take on Marcos with new alliances, but 
none so far has found a nationwide following. (aP) 

Evren seeks 
to placate critics

LONDQN — 

Gen. Kenan Evren, the head of Turkey's nilii^ 
military council, has gone some way to placating his 
critics by promising to restore parliamentary gov- 
ernment by the spring of 1984 at the latest — and 
possibly by the autumn of 1983. 

in Washington hopes are rising that a crisis in 
Turkey's relations with its Western allies can now 
be averted. However, the attitude of the West 
German government — a crucial factor — remains 
ambivalent. Many members of the Social Democrat 
Party in l^nn are still furious with the Turkish 
military regime over its imprisonment of former 
Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit. 

European trade union leaders are angry about 
the trial, which started on Dec. 24, of 52 activists 
of the mOitant left-wing trade union federation. 
DISK. This affair is likely to drag on for many 
months; the prosecutor’s indictment runs to 815 
pages. Tlie 52 men in the dock are there not for 
their trade union activities but for allegedly conspir- 
ing to subvert the state and set up a Marxist regime. 

Evren's timetable for the restoration of democ- 
racy was more specifle than many observers 
expected. Despite his repeated denunciations of the 
Europeans' “meddlesome" activities, the Euro- 
pean pressures have had some effect. The sanction 
Evren worried about most was almost certainly the 
threat to cut off economic aid. altitough this is not 
admitted publicly in Anksua. 

A month ago the European Commission recom- 
mended (to the council of ministers) a freeze on a 
new financial agreement with Turkey, largely as a 
reprisal for the imprisonment of Ecevit. The Turks 
stood to lose about $650 mfliion. They now hope 
that, as a result of Evren's pledge, the European 
Community will decide to release the aid. 

But a bigger financial consideration in the minds 
of the Turkish government is this yeaPs OECD 
consortium aid, which is due to bedetermined in the 
spring. The Turks hope to get ^ut $1 billion, as 
they did last year; but many OECD member states, 
not least West Germany, have misgivin|s about 
continuing to support a military regime. .Again, the 
Turks hope these misgivings will have been allayed 
by Evren's pledge. 

The most immediate threat facing Turkey is sus- 
pension from the Council of Europe. Last week, a 
delegation of Council of Europe parliamentarians 
visited Ankara on another fact-finding mission. Its 
findings could be significant. Though the council is 
not a power-wielding body, membership is of great 
symbolic importance to any Turkish government. 

In Turkey itself, the Evren pledge has been 
widely approved. To a remarkable degree, the 
military regime still enjoys the support of the ordi- 
nary people, who welcome the stability after j^rs 
of ncar-anarchy under the former politicians.

Italian Communists attack Soviets over Poland

ROME — 

Italy's powerful Communist Party has tdken 
another step away from Moscow, reaffirming its 
attack on martial law in Poland and criticizing 
Soviet-style communism for economic inefficiency 
and restriction of freedom. 

“How many Italian workers, even among those 
who truly want to bufld a Sodalist society in our 
country and in Western Europe, aspire to a type of 
society and economic and politic order that exists 
in the Soviet Union and in other countries in the 
East? I believe if we had a referendum, they would 
be in the minority," party secretary Enrico Beriing- 
uer said following a three-day party debate this 
week on Poland. 

Berlinguer is one of the founders of the 
Eurocommunist movement, in which some West 
European Communists have proclaimed then- 
independence from the Kremlin. The military 
crackdown in Poland drew his harshest criticism of. 
the Soviet-Union to date. He said the events in 
Poland ended the era of progress begun with the 
1917 Russian revolution. 

At this week’s meeting Beribiguer won all-but- 
unanimous approval from the party leadership for 
his policies. The central committee voted 216 — 
with twoLabstentions. for a resolution condemning 
martial law in Poland and attacking wbat it called 


the Soviet Union's negative influence there, (^ly 
Armando Cossutta, (eaderof the party's pro-Soviet 
“Filosovietico" wing, voted against the resolution. 

“When orie is no longer able to fece the protests 
of the working class and the people with political 
means and resorts to military force, this represents a 
blow at the very cause of sodalism," the resolution 
regarding Poland said. It had been approved by the 
pjutys executive committee on Dec. 29. Hie resol- 
ution said martial law in Poland i is “incompatible 
with our democratic and Socialist ideals."

Reagan’s policies under fire

LOS ANGELES — 

President Ronald Reagan returned to Washing- 
ton last week from yet another Californian holid^ 
amid a growing rumble of protest from western 
American over his policies. 

Fu-st was the vacation itself — Reagan’s sixth 
costly trip home of 1981. No guesstimates exist for 
the cost to taxpayers of the first family' s plush Cen- 
tury Plaza Hotel suite, secret service guards, 
helicopter ade trips to their beloved mountain-top 
ranch, and to New Year parties at wealthy publisher 
Walter Annenbergfs estate ia Palm Springs. 

But more than a million dollars has l^n spent on 
security at the New White House West, and each 
round trip on Ah- Force One can cost more than 
$50,000, making Reagan's California travel bifl for 
his first year $3()0,000-(rfus. “That's about 
$300,000 too much," said one California con- 
gressman. “Let him chop wood at Camp David." 

Tlie Reagan holiday tegan as California slashed 
services to some 20,000 aged, blind and disabled 
people. The loss was one result of a $7 billion cut in 
federal aid to states and cities ordered by the 70- 
year-old president. Throughout the West, lo^ 
officials are firing wrorkers, killingprograms. cutting 
medicare, food stamps, legal services, social sec- 
urity, student . loans, welfare. 

Each year for the next three years of Reaganom- 
ics. the cuts will go deeper. Pressures for local tax 
increases are strong, but California's Governor 
Jerry Brown, for one, will not hear of it. He's run- 
ning for the U.S. Senate this year. 

Local officials are up in arms over the so-called 
“New Federalism." At a National League of Chies 
rally recently, attended by 2,500 mayors and city 
coundllois. speakers blasted the Reagan cuts as 


“sham and shame," an “economic Bay of P^^. 
The president was asked to caiD a “summit confer- 
ence” between state leaders and White House aides 
before the next round begins.

JEDDAH — The Kingdom's first welfare 
society. Al-Khaitiyah celebrates this year its 
20th anniversary. This milestone coincides 
with the completion of the Society’s spacious 
new headquarters, plans are now underway 
to mark the two events in a snitable manner.

She said that tbe new building of the 
Khairiyah will run simultaneously with the 
soceity’s.old premises. Large functions like 
children's parties, international bazaars, and 
other such functions wiU stQl be held in the 
old building with its ample open area. Kin- 
dergarten classes and the sewingprogram will 
be organized at both premises. The new 
building wQl exclusively house the orphan- 
age, o&r language and typing classes, pro- 
vide library facilities, medical care, and has 
provision for physical and artistic activities.

Mrs. Farsi agreed with tlu's assessment and 
hopes, once again, to appeal to her husband 
in obtaining a i»ece of land to begin some 
project that could provide a useful outlet for 
women and at the same time yield some 
steady funds. 

With such a dedicated and serious-minded 
group of workers, who are committed to 
enriching the lives of the less fortunate, no 
project will to too difficult to undertake.

With upset win over Connors | 

Tanner does Teltscher a good turn 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (AP) — Roscoe 
Tanner oudasted Jhnmy Connors 7-6. 6-7, 
7-6 Friday r^ht and moved Eliot Teltscher 
into the semifinals of the $400,000-Volvo 
Masters Tennis Championships. 

Teltscher defeated second-seeded John 
McEnroe earlier in the day to set up the 
match tiiat kept Connors fiom moving into 
Satiuda/s semifinals. Tanner, twice crashing 
through the barriers that surrounded the 
Madison Square Garden court, had nothing 
to win except pride. Regardless of tbe out- 
come, he could not advance past tbe round- 
robin portion of the year-ending, eight-man 
tourney. Still, he staved off double-match 
point in the third-set tie-breaker. 

Connors, who refused to show up at a 
post-match interview, did not go down 
quietly. He scratched, dawed, scrambled — 
anything to try to win a point a game or the 
match. In the ninth game of the third set he 
overcame five match points before breaking 
Tanner’s serve. 


The battle, which lasted four minutes short 
of three hours, saw Tanner take the first tie- 
. breaker 7-2, Connors won tbe second 7-1 
and Tanner captured the matdi-winnii^ 
third tie-breaker 9-7. 

Tanner's victory made Teltscher tbe win- 
ner of the Red Group and dropped McEnroe 
to second place. Under the tournament for- 
mat, the top two players in each group, based 
on a complex formula, advance to Saturday’s 
semifinals. 

Top-seeded Ivan Lendl won the Blue 
Group and will meet McEnroe in the semifi- 
nals. Vitas Gerolaitis defeated Guilletmo 
Vilas of Argentina 6-1, 6-4 to advance to the 
semifinals, where he will meet Teltscher. 

Teltscher, ranked eightii in the world, set 
the stage the dramtic battle between 
Connors and Tanner when be downed 
McEnroe 6-4, 6-1. If Connors had beaten 
Tanner, he wouldhave advanced to the semi- 
finals. But it was^oot to be. 

McEnroe b^an his match by breaking 


Teltscfaer's serve. But Teltscher broke back 
in sixth game after set deuces, then broke 
again in the lOih game when McEnroe's 
forehand volley sailed long. 

McEnroe, tbe reigning Wimbledon and 
U.S. Open champion who last lost to 
Teltscher in 1979, could hold his serve 
once in the second set, that coming in the 
fourth game. Both McEnroe and Teltscher 
complained bitterly about the system u sH in 
this year-ending tourney to determine the 
semi&slist. 

“Yeah, I tried (to win this match agains t 
Teltscher), but it's frustrating,” McEnroe 
said.

BRISBANE. Jan. 16 (AP) ^ Australia’s 
chances of making the $50,000 Benson and 
Hedges World Series one-^y cricket finals 
improved dramaticaDy when Ae West Indies 
beat PakistaD at the Brisbane Cricket ground 
here Saturday.

Rules bog Borg’s path 


NEW YORK. Jan. 16 (AP) — Bjorn 
Borg of Sweden will have to qualify for the 
1982 French Open and Whnbledtm unless 
he agrees to play in 10 Grand Prix tourna- 
ments, the Men's International Pro Tennis 
Council announced Friday. 

Borg has won Wimbledon Hve times and 
the French Open six times. The decision 
was made after Borg signed up for only 
seven Grand Prix tournaments in 1982. 
Under Grand Prix rules, a player must 
agree to play a minimum of 10 tourna- 
ments. 

Hie Pro Council, which administers the 
Grand Prix. said Borg would have 10 days 
after he receives notification of its dedsion 
to comply with the rules, if the Swedish star 
agrees to play in at least 10 tournaments, 
then he will not have to qualify for the 
Grand Slam tournaments. 

“Borg cannot, does not want to play the 
minimum of tournaments." said Philippe 
Chatrier. President of the Pro Council? He 
asked for special compensation. “We 
deeply regret we cannot have two sets of 


rules — one for Bjorn and one for the rest ot 
the field." 

Chatrier said the coundl decided to give 
Boig the 10 days to Feconsider“in consid- 
eration of his great record and history, and 
the fret he was not playing the first three 
months” of 1 982.

Spain junta pledges 
allegiance to Carlos 


MADRID, Jan. 16 (Agencies) — Spain's 
King Caries called on his countrymen always 
to respect the law. liberty and the truth during 
a ceremony Saturday to swear in a new lead- 
ership for the country's military. 

The naming of the four new joint chiefs of 
staff, who pledged allegiance to the king and 
the constitution, follows the dismissal 
announced Thursday of the armed forces 
heads, or junta. Army Li. Gen. Alvaro 
Tacalie Leloup, who was Friday named pres- 
ident of the junta. Saturday pledged his 
'‘unshakable," loyalty to the king. 

The government could count on loyalty 
and cooperation from the junta, he added 
saying that the junta was "certain" the gov- 
ernment would take its views into account 
when making proposals and decisions. The 
king, who described the replacement of the 
chiefe of staff as "normal", called on the 
members of the new junta to show the same 
discipline and the same loyalty toward the 
crown as their predecessors. 

In an apparent allusion to Spain's joining 
NATO, he said that the junta would have to 
view the future “with optimism and decision" 
to face the start of "important negotiations in 
the field of international milrtary policy." 

The kmg abo asked the military to provide 
“correct" information." He said that in a 


pluralist society, there could be numerous 
opinions and positions, but these would not 
be legitimate unless they respected the order 
established and approved by the Spanish 
people. 

Ln a reference to the attempted mflitaiy 
coup of last February and its afiermath, the 
king said that the events of last year should 
serve as a lesson for the future. He concluded 
by praising the dismissed armed forces chiefe 
who he said, had disdiarged their duty with 
the "greatest dignity, with exemplary discip- 
line and a loy^ty that 1 will never forget." 
The king decorated the four dismissed mem- 
bers of the junta witii the Order ofCarlos HI. 

Earlier, Prime Minister Leopoldo Calvo 
Sotelo called on the new chiefs of staff to 
observe the constitution with “total respect." 


Reagan listed 
among worlds 
best dressed 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16 (AP) — U.S. 
^pesident Ronald Reagan was included 
tor the first time In an intemation^ list of 
12 best dressed men, joining his wife and 
eight of her friends, plus Prince Charles 
and Princess Diana as 1 9S 1 winners of the 
international best-dressed awards. 

Nancy Rea^n. in this list's best dressed 
hall of fome since 1973. and eight of her 
close friends were given a special award 
for "focusing the attention of women 
throughout the World on the luxurious but 
casual California style, with its emphasis 
on li^ht colors, decorative suits and great 
evenuig opulence.” 

The latest list in the 40-year-old poll of 
hundreds of fashion designers, editors, 
celebrities and socialists, coordinated by 
Eleanor Lambert, was announced Friday. 
Tbe special citation to Mrs. Reagan and 
friends said their "uniquely American 
look has shifted the fashion ideal away 
from Parisian chic.” The cited women 
were Mrs. Alfied Bloomingdale. Mrs. 
Armand Deutsch, Mre. Sidney Brody, 
Mrs. Earle Jorgensen, Mrs. Ray Stark. 
Mrs. Wiilter Annenberg and Mrs. William 
Wilson, all of California, and Mn. Charles 
Price of Kansas City and Belgium. 

Others on the list of best dressed men 
for 1981 were Secretary of State Alexan- 
der Haig, former national urban league 
head Veron Jordan, boxing champion 
Sugar Ray Leonard, television commen- 
tator Dan Rather, the Duke of Bedford, 
automobile manufacturer John Delorean, 
Paris businessman Jean Pierre Marcie- 
Rjviere, Carlos Ortiz de Rozas. Argentine 
ambassador to Great Britain, actor David 
Niven, author Tom Wolfe, and interior 
desi^er Valerian Staux-Rybar. 

Princess Diana was named to the best 
dressed list despite opposition from the 
committee and her listing said she was “an 
outstanding example of young modem 
taste — except for those hats." 

Prince Charles was cited for “the 
perennial corrections and elegance of his 
dress.” j 


Lt. Gen. Leloup said at the swearing-in 
ceremony that one of his main coooems 
would be perfecting military virtues, "espe- 
cially discipline, the key to the unity and force 
of the fflilitaiy.” 

The appointments are widely seen as an 
effort to quell ri^t-wing criticism in the 
armed forces prior to the trial of more than 30 
officers involved in a coup attempt last Feb- 
ruary. Government officials have frequently 
expressed concern at the sentiments the tri^ 
could awaken in the military. 

In an unrelated development, one person 
was killed and seven miners were injured Fri- 
day when a parcel of dynamite sticks 
exploded in a locker room at a mine near the 
northwestern Spanish town of Leon, police 
said Saturday. 

Althou^ the blast was initially thought to 
be an accident, sabotage has not been ruled 
out, police and miners unions spokesmen 
said. Tbe dynamite — weighing nearly 3 kilos 
exploded when a wpervisortried to open the 
parcel to see what was inside. Miners said 
they did not know how the explosive had 
reached the changing room. Tlie incident 
took place at the Santa Barbara mine at 
Branuelas in Leon province, northwest of 
Madrid. 


Kidnap plot 
fails in U.K. 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP) — Police Satur- 
day were investigating an alleged plot to 
extort more than S460.000 from five British 
bank managers by threats to kidnap and blind 
their wives. 


Sussex police acting chief constable Patrick 
Ross said his department was not ruling out 
the possibility of a hoax. He said the five from 
separate branch banks in the county of Sus- 
sex, in southern England, all received ransom 
notes or telephone calls at work Thursday. 
Each was ordered to pay $93,500 and was 
warned: “If you don't : want your wife. sent- 
back blind, don't tell anyone else. Don't call 
the police. Just do as you are told." 

The wives, meanwhile, received telephone 
calls that their hu^nds has been injured and 
taken to a hospital, Ross said.The idea was to 
lure the women away firom home so that their 
husbands would think they bad been kidnap- 
ped. But the plot went awry when four of the 
women called their husbands at work and 
found nothing was wrong. No one was 
abducted and no ransom was paid. 


Police imposed a 24-hour news blackout 
on the incident fearing publicity could 
endanger others who might have bmn con- 
tacted by the extortionists. The blackout was 
lifted Friday. “It it is not a hoax, then it is an 
elaborate plan which did not succeed," Ross 
told reporters. “The timine was so compli- 
cated that some of the plan did not work, and 
whoever planned it had not taken into 
account that people act in different ways." 


Fewer movies eligible for Oscar 


HOLLYWOOD. Jan. 16 (AP) — A total 
of 17S feature-length films arc eligible for 
Oscar nominations this year, fewer than in 
either of the past two years, while an award- 
winning foreign film has been ruled inelig- 
ible, the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sdences said Friday. 

Missing from this year's foreign film list 
because it played two"tcst” dates in October 
1980 prior to the Nov. 1, UoO. limit is the 
critically acclaimed Brazilian film. Pixote, 
which already has been judged best foreign 
film by the Los Angeles and New York film 
critics organizations. 

The 54th annual award nominations will be 
announced Feb. 1 1, and the award presenta- 
tions. with Johnny Carson to be master of 
ceremonies for the fourth consecutive year, 
will be broadcast live March 29 from ihe 
Dorothy Chandler Pavilion of the Los 
Angeles Music Center. The academy noted 
that 1 89 entries were eligible in 1 98U and 2 1 9 
in 1979. 

“ It (the downtrend) is just general because 
the cost of making films has gotten so high 
there arc fewer films being made. It's 
trend." said academy .spokesman Robert C'. 


Gold.All feature-length3Smm motion pictures 
in English or with English subtitles, regard- 
less of the country of origin, are eligible. The 
films must have been publicly exhibited for 
pay in Los Angeles for a consecutive week in 
calendar year 1981. 

Separate consideration is given to the best 
foreign language film category, which is for 
feature films with a basically non-English 
sound track, first released in the country of 
origin between Nov. 1 1980, and Oct. 31. 
1 981 . Not only did^vrotY win prizes in New 
York and Los Angeles, but the National Soc- 
iety of Film Critics also named the Brazilian 
film, which recently began American play- 
dates. best foreign film and tapped the film's 
Marilia Pera best actress of 1981 — from 
anywhere. Pixote, a S500.000 film about 
street kids engaged in crime in Rio dc 
Janeiro, now must compete against multi- 
. million-collar U.S. movies in the regular 
categories. 

Carlos Broullon. vice president of the 
film's VJ.S. distributor. Unifilm. said in Iais 
A ngulcs this week the release patterns on 
south American films effectively kmxrk them 
out of the Oscar race every' year. 


Thatcher* s son regrets 
concern caused by rally 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP) — Mark 
Tlutcher. racing driver son of British Prime 
Minister Margaret Hiatcher, apologized to 
the nation Saturday for the "concern'* be 
caused by di»ppearing for six days in the 
Sahara Desert during the Paris to Dakar car 
rally. 

"Perhaps I was wrong to do the rally." 
Thatcher. 28. said in a British Broadcasting 
Corp. television interview. "1 regret very 
deeply haring caused everybody concern, 
both my family and nationally^” Ik said. 

Thatcher, whose white Peugeot 504 
broke an axle in the middle of the desert on 
Jan. 8, was reunited with his family Friday 
ni^t one day after being rescued by the 
Algerian Air Force. His father, Denu 
Thatcher, had flowm to Al^ria to join the 
search. 

Without specificaDy saying so. Thatcher 
indicated be may give up grueling, 
marathon rally driving and concentrate 
instead on circuit motor racing which he 
described as "the passion in my life from a 
hobby point of view." 

He said his responsibilities to his family

Fire razes Manila hotel 


MANILA, Jan. 16 { AP) — A fue believed 
caused by overheated air conditioners gutted 
a nine-story hotel less than 100 yards from 
the U.S. Embassy in Manila Saturday, send- 
ing many guests climbing down curtains and 
blankets strung from upper-floor windows. 

Others smashed windows and climbed out 

on balconies to be rescued by firemen using 
aerial ladders. One woman dung to a ninth- 
floor balcony railing before rescuers finally 
got to her. Offidals said none of the guests 
was seriously injured, but several had minor 
.cuts and suffered smoke inhalation. Most of 
the guests were Australians and Japanese 
with a sprinkling of other foreigners and 
FUl(»nos. 

*nie blaze broke out on the second floor of 
Che Hotel Otani shortly before 11 a.m. and 
lasted for more than four hours. 

Hotel manager Pablo Cuna, wading up to 
bis ankles in the hotePs flooded lobby, told 
the Assodated Press shortly after the fire was 
placed under control that all of tbe hofoPs 
104 rooms had been booked. 

Although he could not ascertain how many 
persons were inside when the fire broke-out. 
Cuna said most of lus 120 or so gue^ were 
out of the concrete-and -wood building at the 
time. 

In an unrelated development. Philippine 
first lady Imelda R. Marcos justified the 
multi-million-dollar Manila International 
Film Festival Saturday as a viable project for 
a "poor little country like the Phnippines.” 


'Die festival is to open Monday, but con- 
struction officials say only one of tbe centers 
tiiree theaters wiO be ready for the festival, 
which will not include a HUpino movie in its 
competition. 

Festival executive director John Litton said 
no PhQippine film was ready whh required 
English subtitles for the Dec. 30 deadline. 
Most Philippine movies are in Filipino. 

Utton s^, however, the festiv^ will end 
with the screening of a Philippine f^. a top 
local award winner, Jrisqpmala (In The Wink 
of an Eye).” The film is about a miuder- 
sukide. 


VATICAN CITY, Jan. 16 (AP) — Pope 
John Paul IL in an apparent criticism Satur- 
day of Soviet support for the military crack- 
down in his native . Pohuid, condemned the 
superpower^ diviaon of the world into 
spheres of influence. 

In his annual speech to diplomats accre- 
dited to tiie Vatican, he fiist noted that 
thousands of citizens have been detained in 
his "well-loved country" following the Dec. 
13 imposition of martial law. He then added: 
"Tbe persistence of diririons of spheres of 
hegemony ... shouldn't be justified, particu- 
lajty they tend to limit the sovereignty of 
others. Every people must be able to deter- 
mine freely its own destiny. The diurch can- 
not fail to give its support to this conviction,” 
tbe Pope said. 

Poland is a member of the Warsaw Pact 
and the United States and other Western 
countries have accused the'Soriet Union of 
engineering the clampdown there. The Pope 
did not mention the Soviet Union by name, 
but Vatican analysts said it was clear he was 
talking about ^viet influence in Poland 
because of the context. 

Hie Pope spoke in French. 

“In the world, tbe conviction grows day by 
that peoples must be able to choose freely the 
soci^ organization which they want their own 
countries and that this organization must 
conform with justice, respect for liberty, 
religious faith, and the tighfe of man in gen- 
eral," he said. "It is a commonly supponed 
conviction that no people shonld be treated 
by another people as a subordinate being or 
an instrument, with contempt for the equity 
tiiat is written in the human conscience and 
recognized - the norms of international 
law," he said.

I did not need a scientific study in child 
rearing to tell me bow inept 1 am with 
children. In fact the tittle ones, bless them 
usually sense my embarrassment and do 
their little best to make me look even 
more foolish than usual. 

It's not unknown for me to kindly ask a 
child, “And are you a boy or a giri?” only 
to be fixed with a cold stare and be told 
“Yes. I am. There is no third kind. ]$ 
there?” Or gently advise a child that lying 
is not always the best policy, and that ] 
never lied when I was hB age, then get tbe 
comeback: “When did you start then?" 

The study however did offer me some 
consolation. At least my being less than 
pierfect as a parent is a common conditton. 
In fact, the study went so far as to say that 
tbe concept of a “good parent” is itself 
quite unrealistic. Parents, apparently, are 
usually "good” with their children only in 
fits and starts — a parent has a "favonte" 
age for a child, in which he or she is defi- 
nitely a "good parent”, only to change 
when tbe child grows out of that particular 
su^. 

The study then recommends that par- 
ents recognize what their "fevorite ages" 
for their child are, and divide tb^ duties 
to it accordingly. The moiter devoting 
more time at a certain age, the father 
doing the same on another.

For it says that “ research showed” that 
the male parent generally does not con- 
sider the veiy eaily years of the child very 
satisfying and leaves the task of rearing in 
the main to the mother.

Opposition skeptical 

Gandhi political program called ^New DeaV 


NEW DELHI, Jan, 16 (AFP) —The new 
political program announced by Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi presages an era compar- 
able to the Roosevelt “New DeaT’ of the 
United States following the depression of the 
1930a and will enable India to make a leap 
forward, supporters of the prime minister 
said Saturday. 

But the 20-point program and government 
reshuffle announced Friday by Mrs. Gandhi 
have drawn mixed reriews in the Indian press 
and officialdom. The reshuffle, the sixth since 
Mrs. Gandhi returned to power in Januaiy 
1980. left three dose Gandhi assodates in 
key positions: R. Venkataraman as defense 
minister (former industry and flnance minis- 
ter). Narasimha Rao as foreign minister 
(unchanged) and Pranab Mukheijee as 
finance minister (formerly commerce). 

Mrs. Gandhrs supporters and her Con- 
gress (I) Party, who control two-thirds of the 
seats in parliament, have underscored the 
successes of the past two yeans: 130 million 
tons of grain this year, providing self- 
suffidency. and an ambitious plan for pro- 
duction of 100 million tons of oil in the year 


2.01K). But TheNattonalBertddy a daily dose 
xo Mrs. Gandhi, reacted cautiously to Fri- 
day's announcements, saying that nothing 
can be achieved without hard work, helped 
by a clear sense of purpose and disdpline. 

Tbe appeal for disdpline followed a traide 
unkm call for-mass strike on Jan. 1 9 to protest 
goverrunent regulations adopted in the sum- 
mer session of parliament which ban work 
stoppages in essential services. The Com- 
munists and their allies in the small Marxist 
parties, with some 40 seats in parliament, 
offered no major criticism of the government 
plan or the reshuffle. They noted, however, 
that the program appeared aimed at raising 
tbe standard of living of the poorest segments 
of screiety while fedlitating development of 
private industry to increase production. 

Hie opposition was more critical, saying 
the only criterion in the reshuffle was per- 
sonal loyally to Mrs. Gandhi. Other opposi- 
tion dailies reflected a similar view, although 
they had no complaints about Mukherjee's 
appointrnem to the finance ministry, given 
his record during his term at commerce when 
export increased by 40 percent in two years.

Greece takes anti-pollution steps 
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ATHENS, Jan. 16 (AP) — Tbe Greek 
government Friday announced measures to 
combat atmospheric pollution, which will 
afreet industry, traffic, heating and -town 
planning. 

The measures, aimed chiefly at the capital 
city where pollution has reached danger^ 
levels on several occasions in the last year, 
cover long-term plans and emeigeiicy meas- 
ures' to be impoKd when pollution rises to 
dan^FOUS levels. They seek to do away with a 
noxious cloud of atmospheric pollution rhar 
shrouds Athens when weather conditions 
create a temperature inversion within tlic 
basin of mountains surrounding the city. The 
layer of hot air formed in this way traps all 
smoke, and "the doud,” as it. is known, 
.blocks vision and causes increased 
i^iratory-conhcctcd illncs^J ’ 


The emergency measures, which will be 
imposed for brief periods. only, indeed the. 
-reduction of industrial. productioDi^ 3fl^U - 
: pcrccnt.thciestrictKmorprivarecardrcuia- 
tibn within central Athens, andin exceptional 
oi'tes a romplotc ban. Central . 'heating in 
' . public buildings also will be banned, and qH- ■ 


vatc citizens requested to cut domestic heat- 
ing. 

The long-terin measures, which the 
announcement said aimed ' ^thin 1982- 
1983 to prevent a worsening of thesitua- 
tkm.** tnduded the completion of -legislation 
on environment protection and studies to 
fmd causes and solutions for the pollution. 
Factories wfl! be strictly controlled for smoke 
emisrion. both throu^ tbe installation of 
anti-pollution equipment and the control of 
fuel grades. Ibe evenroal removal of espe- 
cially heavily pollutlonal indusoies from the 
capitel area was also planned. 

Private cars will be regulariy tested fer 
exhaust efficiency, while gasoline grades will 
be upped and public transport ^sterns 
improved and increased to reduce the use of 
private vehicles. Imported cars will also be 
subject to stricter chocks on the'exhaust sys- 
leiTB.' , . - .k 

The announcemcnr said that central heat- 
ing fuel must also bo "nKire suitable.” while 
upper limits to permit tempcrnturcs.wilL 
.be set. It also said that home insulation and 
heating Iw nicthods othcr-than oil would be 
encouraged. 
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
